INITIAL UN CORRIDOR REACTIONS TO SECRETARY’S GA STATEMENT 
WERE PREDOMINANTLY FAVORABLE. ARAB OIL PRODUCERS HAD SOME PRAISE, 
OTHER ARABS HIGHLY LAUDATORY; MOST LA'S, WEO'S AND ASIANS (EXCEPT 
IRAN) APPRECIATIVE; AND AFRICANS OF ALL STRIPES EXPRESSED APPROVAL. 

THERE WERE FEW IMMEDIATE COMMENTS FROM EE'S. FROM ALL OTHER 
QUARTERS THERE WAS SOME PRAISE FOR CONSTRUCTIVE TONE AND CONCRETE 
PROPOSALS. FERTILIZER PROPOSAL SEEMED TO BE SINGLE MOST PRAISED 
THEME, AND SPEECH SEEMED TO SET EXCELLENT TONE FOR FURTHER

SPECIAL GA - 

ASIANS AND AFRICANS INCREASINGLY AWARE AND CONCERNED THAT 
HEAVY PREFERENCE EXPRESSED BY ARABS (EXCLUDING IRAN) FOR PRO- 
JECT ASSISTANCE TO STATES MOST SERIOUSLY AFFECTED BY INCREASED 
PRICES OF ENERGY, FOOD AND FERTILIZER DOES NOT MEET THEIR IMMEDIATE 
REQUIREMENTS. CONSULTATIONS REVEAL CONSIDERABLE INTEREST IN FIND-
